1. On 15 and 17 November 1957 the \indersigned ease officer met with AEGAMBISKCA 4 
In Munich upm the latter's request* The following Itwis of business were oovered 
with AECAMBISTA 4t 


a) AEQROR KOFIRE Pundst APQiyNBISnL 4 bad x'equested the meeting with the 
ease officer primarily in order to discuss further the disposition of the olroa 
$33*500.00 owed him by KDBARK under the foxtner ABftUOR/^EOFIRE Project (see Reference A> 
In reply to his inquiry in this regard* ABOAMBISTA 4 was apprised of Headquarters 
approval in principle ef the idea which bad been proposed by him for the utilisation 
of tdiese funds (see Referttioe B). The idea forwarded by Headqxiarters concerning 
inooi^poratlon was discussed fully with ABQAMBISTA 4* (NOTEt According to the Prankfuirt 
Stati<m legal officer* this would involve the creation of a foundation which* one year 
after its incorporation, would receive federal, tax exannption from the Federal BiR. ) 
After the merits of sueh a foundation were explained to him* ASCAMBIBPEA 4 fully agreed 
with the suggestion and Indicated that he was willing to in*ooeed with its implementdtloa; 
However* since according to the Frankfurt Station legal officer the foundation could nd 
begin to receive funds until a year after Its Incorporation and slnoe this was not 
spelled out by Headquartex>s* the case officer could not provide AB(3AMEEST4 4 with any 
definite answers as to vdnen the funds would actiially be paid by KUBARK* l.e* whether 
KUBAHK wotild deposit the funds to the ABSAMBISIA 1 NIC bank account as had been done 
with the AEQAMPOSANTO 4 Insuranoe payment* nether the funds would continue to be held 
by KUBARK for the one year iintll after the Inoorporatlon of the foundation and the 
reoeipt of tax-exempt status or Just what other arrangement would be made In this 
rei^rd.

Despite the fears repeatedly expressed by Headquarters in tMs regard. 
AECAMBISTA 4 has made no attempt to gain personal possession of the aformnehtioned 
funds. He is allegedly extremely desirous of putting the funds to work in FBPRIMB 
in such a manner that the two aims described in paragraidi S of Reference B might be 
achieved* to wit* the establishment of a Byelorussian manorial (to AEOAMPOSANTOs 1* 4* 

6, 8, 9 and others) and the aoqulaltlan of some source of funds for AE6AMBI9TA 1 
aotlvltles.

KHMARA^s pro^cHSBiunistle Toronto ne#8paper, the Byelaruahly golas< tthieh Is olted 
in the leaflet* AEfOMAC 2 has also allage^y reerulted furly SC©60^SKiy of 
Cleveland to i»ibll8h a n#ic#paper in Euroj^j SGBCSl£7SKlf bas already written to 
vaxdous emigres in ^i^pe in an attempt to reorult employees for the newspaper* 

Aside frcaa the unpleasAnt internecine Byelorussian battles tdilch will result if 
the aforementioned Is true, J£iGAt@XBXA 4 expressed fears that KBBABK might have 
decided to back aM subsidize ABfOHAC land 2 in lieu of AECAMBiSXA 1. An attenpt 
was made to assure him tlmt this was not the oase (although the case officer doe# 
not Imowi^and has had no response to the queries raised eoneemlng this in paragra];2i 10 
of Attachment E to Reference F). 

f) Vladimir <H|ftIAfUCWCKriCH t Subject Informed the oase offleer that the 
Byelorussian f^tholic priest, i^iSARXiipvi now an American oitiaen, had rec^tiy 
made a trip to Poland in search of hie parects or relatives* Frier to tmticing his 
trip, however, lAIARBIOinCH made no atteiapt to ooordinate this with AB6AHB£SIA 1* 
Nonetheless, ABCAISlSiA 1 has obtained varloua itms ef Informat oonesrhing 
Byelorussians in Poland and has made this available te ABCANBISSA 1. 


g) PARIS Subject reported that his trip to Munich wui spansored 

by PBCHORP in ccnjiaaotion with the organisation of the Strassbeurg ocnfex*enoe for 
April 1933 . He reported that the Initial budget of ^6,000 has been reduced to

The ease offieer f eeia that ABSAMBE8TA 4 is genuine In his atatiraenta* la not over 
playing hla hand* is not attempting to foree any laaue and that A£@AI^STA 4 la not 
opportunlstie and la not making a plt^ for KOBAFK support for personaliy selfish 
reasons alcme* Of all maigre leaders idK> have eome to the ease offieer *s att«atl<»i 
In the emigre milieu* the ease offieer honestly feels that AlSMflS^SSA 4 ranks high 
in his Ideologloal motivation* in hts avowed strtiggle against OommunisB* In his 
polltleal mederati<m and in his personal silf^effaomoent* AggAMSiSTA 4 and his 
pxdnelpai agents have all proven unusually ammnable to KQBABK guldanoe and eo^rol.
